Joyal practice, affording aid and comfort to

We are told that there has been a say- 
ing in striking off newspapers previously 
sent to the Government departments, 
which will go a long way toward supplying 
the deficiency of the abolition of the news- 
paper postage.

journal. ‘This, in a small way, is a very 
proper reform; for there could be no good 
reuson Why more than one copy of any 
journal should be received by any of the 
public departments; while of the most 
worthless, we venture to say, the largest 
number would, under any other system be 
sent. It could not be an abject of any 
journal of standing to attempt to circulate 
a few additional copics in the public de- 
partments, ‘The abolition of the news 
per postage, if effected, must increase the 
circulation of the joarnals, unless we are to 
j it upon some principle different from 
that which is recognized as operating in all 
cases of the remoyal of a similar charge op 
any article of pretty general consumption.

miles up Antler creck and staked off 3 « luins, 
and made preparations to go to work, 
Wth.—Went to work thik morning and 
commenced to dig a ditch leading from the 
main ditch belonging to a company in Antler, 
4or 5 miles long, that supplies many of the 
miners with water, for which thoy bave to 
pay $10 per day for every day they use wa- 
ter from this ditch. So we cuta small diteh 
leading from this 300 feet over a flat and then 
pitched over the bank with w fall of 60 or 70
